“Good-evening,  boys  and  girls.  I  am  going  to  open  my  talk  this  evening  by  speaking  first 
of  the  Mississippi  river.  Have  you  ever  noticed,  on  a  map,  how  many  little  rivers  feed  into  the 
Mississippi  and  merge  together  into  an  immense  body  to  flow  to  an  outlet  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico? 
If  you  have  noticed  this,  have  you  ever  thought  how  like  it  a  group  of  students  is,  coming  into 
high  school  from  junior  highs  and  township  schools  to  merge  together  and  move  along  through 
four  years  of  school  work  to  an  outlet  in  graduation?  That  has  always  been  my  impression  of  a 
group  of  students. 

“I  remember  very  clearly  when  I  first  became  a  part  of  that  moving  stream.  It  was  in  a  city 
called  Piqua  on  a  bright  September  morning  in  1932.  All  of  us  were  very  green  and  inexper¬ 
ienced;  consequently  our  first  year  proved  to  be  a  very  trying  one.  But,  after  much  toil  and  hard 
labor,  we  were  promoted  to  the  sophomore  class.  In  one  short  year  we  had  learned  to  appreciate 
the  many  opportunities  open  to  us  in  the  various  school  activities,  and  to  be  proud  of  our  foot¬ 
ball  and  basketball  squads,  as  well  as  our  band. 

“Already  we  were  looking  forward  to  our  next  year,  and  the  following  September  when  we 
did  come  back  to  take  up  our  duties  once  more,  how  intelligent  we  thought  we  were.  We  looked 
down  with  a  superior  smile  upon  the  little  freshmen  coming  in  for  the  first  time  and  thought  how 
stupid  they  were.  Was  it  possible  that  anyone  could  look  so  bewildered  over  a  little  matter  of 
some  thirty-eight  rooms?  We  were  sure  we  hadn’t! 

“However,  we  soon  came  down  from  our  mighty  pedestal  when  we  ran  up  against  such 
dreadful  foes  as  Latin,  English,  and  Geometry.  Most  of  us  thought  we  should  never  survive,  and 
how  we  bemoaned  the  fact  that  we  were  in  high  school.  But  imagine  our  surprise  when  in  June 
we  received  a  card  that  said  11B.  Why,  one  half  of  our  journey  was  already  completed!  Before 
we  knew  it  we  were  ready  to  start  on  the  third  lap. 

“By  now  we  knew  the  school  routine  by  heart,  and  so  we  turned  our  attention  to  the  football 
banquet,  the  annual  band  concert,  and  the  crowning  event  of  the  junior  year— the  class  play. 
All  of  us  enjoyed  that  very  much,  but  we  enjoyed  more  the  dance  which  it  enabled  us  to  give  the 
seniors.  We  had  such  a  good  time  at  that,  and  how  glad  we  were  that  we  were  juniors  and  could 
participate  in  it!  Why,  even  before  it  was  over  we  were  thinking  of  next  year,  when  we  could 
be  the  guests. 

“Our  last  year  of  school  still  bears  the  most  pleasant  memories  of  all.  We  finally  had  reached 
the  peak  toward  which  we  had  been  striving  so  long.  We  were  now  the  mighty  seniors  whom  we 
had  envied  for  so  many  years.  But  being  seniors  didn’t  mean  that  we  were  sure  to  graduate. 
Our  schedules  were  heavy  and  difficult  and  we  had  to  keep  on  hammering  away  until  the  final 
week.  Now  don’t  get  the  impression  that  it  was  all  work  and  no  reward,  for  it  was  the  privilege 
of  some  of  us  to  grace  the  Piquonian  Staff,  and  to  have  places  in  the  National  Honor  Society 
and  the  Quill  and  Scroll.  By  Christmas  time  our  jewelry  arrived.  How  proud  of  it  we  were, 
showing  it  to  all  our  friends. 

“Things  certainly  went  quickly,  however,  after  the  mid-year  examinations.  Our  senior 
essays  were  coming  due,  the  band  boys  were  busy  drilling  for  the  Band  Festival,  and  the  casts  for 
the  operetta  and  play  were  busy  practicing  their  respective  parts.  Before  we  were  fully  aware  of 
the  fact  our  Baccalaureate  service  was  over  and  we  were  preparing  for  Commencement  exercises. 
We  were  moving  rapidly  from  the  great  river  of  our  high  school  career  into  the  larger  gulf  of  the 
world.  What  lay  before  us  was  unknown,  but  the  experience  we  had  obtained  while  moving 
down  the  stream  gave  us  courage  to  meet  the  future.” 
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0  Piqua  Central  has  had  many  graduates  who  have  become  successful  in  various  lines  of  work. 
These  could  well  speak  as  the  “Voice  of  Experience”  and  tell  of  very  interesting  happenings  in 
their  lives. 

Roger  Emmert,  1911,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  is  an  outstanding  electrical  engineer.  Another 
who  is  well  known  in  engineering  is  Lee  Warren,  1905.  He  has  worked  on  a  number  of  large 
constructions. 

Miriam  Urban,  1905,  is  an  instructor  in  the  Department  of  History  at  the  University  of 
Cincinnati,  and  an  author  and  lecturer  as  well.  She  recently  addressed  the  Fortnightly  Club  of 
this  city  on  the  topic  “Present  Conditions  In  Germany.” 

Kirk  O’Ferrall,  1906,  is  the  Dean  of  the  Episcopal  Cathedral  at  Detroit,  Michigan;  while 
Dr.  Lynn  B.  Mitchell,  1899,  is  an  instructor  at  the  University  of  Iowa  at  Ames,  Iowa. 

Dr.  Clifton  J.  Brown,  who  spoke  to  the  students  of  Central  at  an  assembly  during  this  year, 
has  held  a  great  many  important  positions.  He  is  a  past  president  of  the  State  Normal  School  at 
St.  Cloud,  Minnesota,  as  well  as  the  author  of  a  great  many  text  books,  one  of  which  has  been 
used  in  the  Piqua  schools.  He  is  now  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Pelham,  New  York. 

L.  M.  Flesh,  a  prominent  business  man  of  Piqua,  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1880.  He  has 
greatly  benefited  the  city  of  Piqua  by  his  gift  of  the  Flesh  Public  Library.  Also,  he  has  been  very 
kind  in  allowing  people  to  see  his  collection  of  paintings  and  jeweled  snuff  boxes,  which  are 
among  the  finest  in  collections  in  this  country. 

Dr.  Warren  Breidenbach,  of  the  class  of  1911,  has  specialized  in  the  study  of  tuberculosis 
and  is  a  well-known  physician  of  Dayton,  Ohio.

0  Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Mr.  Mote,  physical  education  director,  practice  for  track 
began  this  year  about  March  1. 


In  April,  Piqua  entered  a  triangle  meet  with  Troy  and  Sidney  and  emerged  victorious. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Miamisburg  field  was  not  ready  for  it,  the  Miami  Valley  League  meet, 
which  originally  had  been  scheduled  for  Miamisburg,  was  held  in  Piqua  at  Roosevelt  Park, 
May  1.  Rain  forced  officials  to  cancel  some  of  the  events,  but  in  those  completed  Piqua  placed 
fourth  among  six  entries. 

May  8,  Coach  Mote  entered  Julius  Lisk,  Bill  Recker,  Holman  Sawyer,  and  John  Foston  in 
an  invitational  meet  at  Miami  University,  which  included  Class  A  and  Class  B  schools  from 
Kentucky  and  Ohio.  About  600  boys  took  part  in  the  meet.  Central  can  be  proud  of  her  en¬ 
trants,  for  Sawyer  placed  fourth  in  the  discus  and  shot  put  and  tied  for  fifth  in  the  high  jump, 
while  Foston  tied  for  second  in  the  pole  vault. 


In  a  meet  held  with  Troy  on  May  21  at  Roosevelt  Park,  Troy  scored  57  to  Piqua’s  52  points. 
However,  two  events  were  held  over  until  the  next  day,  and  proved  unusually  exciting  because 
it  was  necessary  for  Piqua  to  win  both  in  order  to  change  her  standing  and  finish  the  meet  as 
winner.  The  Piqua  boys  took  first  place  in  the  mile  relay,  but  not  until  they  had  come  in  first 
in  the  880  after  a  very  close  race  was  the  meet  won.  This  victory  gave  Central  three  points  to¬ 
ward  the  Piqua  Daily  Call  and  Troy  News  athletic  trophy,  and  brought  the  two  schools  to  a  tie, 
each  having  18  points.
